THE DAVIS MONUMENT. 


LAYING OF THE CORNER-STONE IN 
MONROE PARK. 


Close of the Greatest Reunion that 
Richmond Has Seen Since the 
War—Marked by Good Order and 
No Rash Speeches. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

RICHMOND (Va.,) July 2.—The cor- 
ner-stone of the monument to be erected 
to the memory of Jefferson Davis was 
laid this afternoon with ceremonies 
which were impressive and pathetic. 
Under the bright sun and sky, through 
densely packed streets, and with the 
applause of countless thousands to 
cheer them on, the followers of the lost 
cause marched today through the city 
which is dearer to the old Confederate 
than any other in the land. 

It was a sight to stir the enthusiasm 
of the most sluggish nature, as with 
bands playing, companies moving and 
colors flying, the parade passed in re- 
view. Two hundred children, boys and 
girls, wearing white and red sashes, fol- 
lowed the police, who cleared the way 
and led the procession, Chief Marshal 
Gen. Gordon, in cividan dress, looked a 
royal commander, as did Gav. O Ferrall, 
who rode with bared head. Mrs. Jef- 


ferson Davis was in an open carriage, | 


and bowed and smiled as the cheers 
greeted her on every side. 

The sponsors and maids of honor, 
chosen for their beauty from all the 
Southern States, rode in carriages, fol- 
lowing that of Mrs. Davis. The mili- 
tary under command of Brig.-Gen. Phil- 
lips, represented the pick of Southern 
soldiers. North Caroline was the first 
State to exhibit a tattered battle flag, 
and, as it glittered in the breeze, it was 
greeted with great cheering. The vete- 


rans made the pathetic feature of the 
parade. Nearly all are old, and for the’ 


most part weak and feeble, but, sum- 
moning their remaining strength, they 
marched with pride and pleasure. A 
large number of them carried sticks for 
support, and many were compelled to 
use umbrellas in order to withstand the 
rays of the sun. 

On the backs of the marchers were 
bullet-torn Confederate coats, old can- 
teens and knapsacks. Several darkies, 
true their old masters, marched 
with tim in the parade, while two old 
Confederates who probably had re- 
lieved the monotony of camp life with 
music in war times, carried their fid- 
dies and bows. 

Gen. Stephen D. Lee was introduced 
as the orator of the occasion, and made 
an address in which he spoke in part 
as follows: 

“We are here today to honor the 
memory of Jefferson Davis; to lay the 
corner-store of a monument to one 
who needs no monument in our genera- 
tion beyond that in the hearts of his 
countrymen. But we think it due to 
erect one, that posterity may know the 
reverence felt for the great leader of 
the cause that failed. It is fitting that 
he should rest here in Virginia—that 


greatest of all States, the battle-scarred | 


producer of warriors and statesmen; 
fitting that he should rest here among 
her immortals. Many Presidents, states- 
men, soldiers, lie in Virginia soil—from 
Washington to the present time—nonè 
greater than Davis, but more fortun- 
ate. 

“Fame has no trumpet for failure. 
The world hears not the voice of the 
Vanquished; yet history might teach 
us strange things of men who . failed 

e gave a review of Davis’s career 
and the issues which brought about 
secession, and continued: 

“T cannot hold him wise who would 
willingly wound the patriotism of any 


* 


citizen of any republic. To brand such 
men as Albert Sydney Johnston, Stone- 
wall Jackson, Robert E. Lee and Jef- 
ferson Davis as traitors is not to stain 
the whiteness of their lives, but rather 
to spoil the word for any useful pur- 
pose; to make of traitor a title which 
Hampden or Washington might have 
borne as well had the fortunes of war 


gone against them. : 
“Jefferson Davis,” he added, stood 


the test of true greatness; he was the 


greatest to those who knew him best. 
He was opposed to disunion, and did 
his utmost to prevent the step. At a 
conference called by Gov. Pettus of 
Mississippi of the representatives of 
Congress of the State in 1860, Mr. Davis 
declared himself opposed to secession 
as long as the hope of a peaceful rem- 
edy remained. 

“As President, Mr. Davis may have 
made mistakes. He was a constitu- 
tional ruler, not a revolutionary chief; 
he could not work miracles.” et 

In closing, the orator said: “In calmer 
years, when the last ember of sectional 
feeling has burned out and the last 
word of love has gently bound the 
hearts of all Americans together, fath- 
ers will bring their little children to 
this spot and tell them the story of a 
pure, great man, who suffered for his 
people, and for the right, as they un- 
derstood it; and how for this they loved 
him as they love no other. As long as 
yonder river shall roll its tide to the 
sea it shall behold no man more kindly. 

“He was perfect, gentle, knightly. 
May the story of his life be sweet in 
days to come, and at last all men come 
to understand Jefferson Davis.“ 

Though the dedication of the corner- 
stone closed the reunion, there were 
some minor exercises tonight, ‘includ- 
ing a lecture by Gen. Rosser. This has 
been the greatest reunion ever held, 
and was marked by good order and con- 
servative utterances. No rash speeches 
were made an

It Decides the Chairman Shall Be 
Chosen As Usual. 


CHICAGO, July 2.—The Executive 
Committee of the national Democratic 
convention has decided to recommend 
to the full committee that it proceed 
in the usual way to designate a tem- 
porary chairman of the national con- 
vention. 

It is not yet determined whether the 
Executive Committee will assume the 
responsibility of naming a man for 
the place. The matter is still under 
consideration. The decision recom- 
mending this course has been arrived at 
not in defiance of the request of the sil- 
ver men, but because it is in accordance 
with precedents. Still, there are evi- 
dences that the committeemen prefer 
to take the chances of an open fight in 
the convention to submitting tamely to 
what they look upon as an unjustified 
effort at dictation. There is no doubt 
that if the full National Committee ac- 
cept the recommendation it will pre- 
cipitate a lively skirmish on the floor 
of the convention on the threshold of 
its proceedings. 

The silver men show no disposition 
to yield unless a pronounced and well- 
known silver man should he named by 
the National Committee, which there 
is reason to believe will not be done. 

If a gold man is selected, the silver 
minority of the National Committee 
will bring in a report recommending a 
silver man, and the first contest be- 
tween the gold and silver forces will 
be fought out then and there. It has 
been intimated that in case affairs 
reach this stage Chairman Harrity will 
refuse to order a general roll-call and 
will arbitrarily seat the gold candidate. 
Silver men refuse to believe that he 
would pursue such a course, but shake 
their heads ominously when asked what 
would result in case he should. 

The gold members of the National 
Committee are not united upon a man 
for presiding officer, but discuss the 
names more fully than silverites, men- 
tioning Senators Hill and Vilas and 


Hugh Wallace, member of the National 


Committee from Washington and son- 
in-law of Chief Justice Fuller. There is 
liable to be a division among the gold 
forces of the committee with the ad- 
ministration gold men constituting one 
faction and the anti-administration 
gold men the other faction. Senator 
Hill heads the latter wing and Senators 
Vilas and Wallace the former. 

It is claimed that Vilas is not anx- 
ious for the place and there is a ten- 
dency among the administration men 
to unite upon Wallace. It is believed he 
would be willing to accept, taking his 
chances in a contest with the silver 
men. The administration has a large 
majority of the gold men it is 
claimed, even a majority of the com- 
mittee. There is, however, a belief 
among the members of the committee 
that Senator Hill might prove accept- 
able to silver people, and, in case they 
should signify a willingness to accept 
him, he might be named as a compro- 
mise candidate. 

IF THEY ONLY DARED. 

CHICAGO, July 2—The movement to 
make Senator Hill temporary chair- 
“man has received a decided impetus 
during the day, and there is good rea- 
son for believing the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Committee 
would be pleased to suggest his name 
if they felt that it would be ac- 
cepted by the silver men. 

Members of the committee profess 
to believe that Hill will be acceptable 
to the silver people because he is not 
regarded as an administration man, 
though ranked with the gold forces. 
Many impartial observers express the 
opinion that the Senator will be ulti- 
mately accepted by all factions in or- 
der to make smooth sailing at the be- 
ginning of the convention. The silver 
leaders hold out stiffly, however, for a 
man of pronounced silver proclivities 
for presiding officer. 2 

PRATHER WITH Eu. 

CHICAGO, July 2.—Col. M. C. 
Prather, national commiteeman from 
Missouri, has announced his intention 
to stand with the committee in the 
maintenance of its right to designate 
the chairman of the committee. The 
Missouri free-silver men are some- 
what chagrined over the fact that he 
has taken this position, as the in- 
structions given him by the Missouri 
State convention were to support none 
but a silver man for the position. 

Col. Prather is a believer in the gold 
standard and holds that the convention 
had no authority to instruct him. It is 
understood that Col: Joe Rickey is 
slated to succeed Col. Prather on the 
committee. Col. Rickey is an especial 
champion of Bland, with whose views 
on the currency question he is in thor- 
ough accord. 


AN ACTIVE CANVASS BEING MAD 
Ar CHICAGO, 


Senators Dubois and Mantle To- 
gether with Congressmen Sha- 
froth and Towne Have Insti- 
tuted a Still Hunt—A Wait for 
a Break. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) - 

CHICAGO, July 2.—The Inter Ocean 
prints the following: “Senator Dubois 
and Congressman Shafroth and Towne 
and Senator Lee Mantle have been very 
active conferring with the different 
delegations already here in the interest 
of the candidacy of Henry M. Teller. 
Yesterday afternoon Senator Dubois 
was closeted with Senator Blackburn 
for a considerable time, but he later 
refused to discuss the matter. The 
Teller men were also in conference 
with the leaders in other delegations. 

“Dr. H. S. Taylor, a member of the 
Populist National Committee and a 
man very close to Chairman Taubeneck, 
appeared at the Sherman House and 
stated that the Populists would, in all 
probability, nominate Senator Teller, 
but that they would not take up Bland 
or any other man who has been affili- 
ated with the Democratic party at pres- 
ent. 

“The Teller men are simply waiting 
for something to turn up that will give 
their candidate a show as a dark horse, 
and it is understood have received 
much encouragement at the hands of 
several delegations, who, while they 
could not support Teller at the start 
might go to him in case of an emer- 
gency as compromise candidate.

CHEAPENING LITIGATION. 


Important Decision Handed Down 
by Judge Carter. 

FRESNO, July 2.—One of the most 
important decisions in the history of 
the county was handed down by Judge 
Carter concerning the collection of fees 
by the County Clerk. For the past year 
the clerk, on advice of the District At- 
torney, collected $2 for filing complaints 
and for placing the cause on the trial 
calendar, a like sum being charged for 
every record preliminary to and during 
the pendency of the suit.

Young Man, 
Efforts Are Made to Lynch Him 
for the Deed. 


Militia Forced to Use Bayonets on 
| the Great Mob, 


Several Men and Boys - Severely 
Wounded—The Shootér Escorted 
to the Police Headquarters—He 
had Been Assaulted by Rioters. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CLEVELAND (O.) July 2.—The strike 
at the Brown Hoisting Company's 
Works has reached a point where the 
authorities, as well as the strikers, are 
in no mood for trifling. When the non- 
union men left the works at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon there was rioting. Two 
hundred and fifty police emerged from 
the gates, guarding 5000 workmen. An 
immense crowd had gathered a block 
away, but the police took a new route 
and eluded the trouble. The strikers 
set up a yell. and soon overtook the 
marching column, hooting and yelling, 
while a huge van was in the rear filled 
with strikers and with it a small wagon 
laden with empty beer bottles. The 
police suspected that the bottles. were 
intended as missles, and compelled the 
driver of the wagon to turn back, 

At Wilson and Euclid avenues a rall- 
road train blocked the way and an 
effort was made to drive the van of the 
strikers through the guard of the police. 
‘The officers dragged to the ground the 
driver, Fred W. Hearne, a moving con- 
tractor, and the man on the seat heside 
him, W. J. O’Neill, a paving contractor. 
These men resisted, and the police used 
their clubs on them with such effect 
that their heads were soon swollen 
masses of cuts. One man's ankle was 
broken. The strikers in the van jumped 
out and the police charged the crow4. 
Frank Coppenhecker, a machinist, re- 
turning from work, and not a striker, 
was caught in the crowd and severely 
clubbed on the head. Hearne was ar- 
rested and locked up. The strikers dis- 
persed before the onslaug‘t of the po- 
lice, and the non-union men were sent 


ome. 
Meanwhile a tragedy had taken place 
at the Brown wo 
a young student at the Case School of 
Applied Science, whose father lives at 
No, 331 Prospect street, has been work- 
ing for the Brown Company during va- 
cation for the practical knowledge it 
would give him, He did not leave with 
the non-union men under police pro- 
tection, but mounted his biclcye and 
sought to reach home alone.

Rettger, one of the strikers, who was 
walking through an alley with several 
companions, Rettger was sent to a 
hospital, where he died tn a few min- 
utes. He was a single man, 25 years 
old, boarding on Hoadley street, and 
was a brother of Pitcher Rettger of 
the Milwaukee Baseball Club. 
Patrolman Gibbon heard the shot 
fired and, rushing up, seized young 
Saunders and hurried him into the of- 
fice of the Bishop-Babcock Company. 
In la wonderfully short space of time 
an enormous mob packed the streets 
as far as the eye could reach, and 
surged up against the front of the of- 
fice, demanding that Saunders be given 
up to them, Some one brought a rope, 
and the cry to lynch him was raised. 
A few began to pry at the windows of 
the office, when Patrolman Gibbons, 
who was once a union workman, ad- 
dressed the mob and partly quieted it. 
Two partol wagon loads of of police 
arrived, and a guard was posted in 
front of the building. Long before 
this Mayor McKisson, Police Director 
Abbot, Lieut.-Col. Whitney of the Fifth 
Regiment and others were gathered for 
consultation in the City Hall. Word 
of thé critical condition of affairs was 
telegraphed to them from the Bishop- 
Babcock office and a request for militia.

The soldiers’ were 
menaced and jeered. Maj. Liebich 
halted his men, drew his revolver, and

COL. JOSEPH MKIBBEN. 


THE OLD PIONEER DIES AT THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. | 


One of the First of Argonauts—A 
Leading Lawyer in Early Days. 
Sent to Congress When Cali-. 
fornia Had but Two Members. 


THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Col. Joseph C. McKibben, a 
fortyniner and member of Congress 
from California at the time California 
had but two members, is dead. 

He was almost universally known on 
the Pacific Coast, being one of the first 
to cross the continent at the time of 
the discovery of gold. In California he 
was engaged in prospecting and min- 
ing, and was also one of the leading 
lawyers of the State. His first office 
was that of Collector of Customs for 
the District of California, and in 1856 
he was elected, as a member of the 
Douglas wing of the Democratic party, 
to the Thirty-seventh Congress. He 
was one of the first six appointed to a 
cavalry position by President Lincoln, 


of Gen. Thomas. 

Col. McKibben was born in - 
bersburg, Pa., in 1820. He wera 
student at Princeton College and later 
studied law. In the duel between Judge 
Terry and Senator Broderick he acted 
as the latter’s second. 

In later years since he has resided in 
and around Washington he has always 
been conspicuous among the Argonauts, 
and taken an active part in the annual 
celebrations of the California Pioneers’ 
Association. He will be buried at Ar- 
lington tomorrow with military honors. 


PYITTSTON MINERS. 


Rescuers Are Making Little Progress 
in the Debris. — 

WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) July 2.— 
There is practically nothing new in the 
condition of affairs at Twin Shaft, Pitts- 
ton, this morning. The work of remov- 
ing the debris is progressing very 
slowly, owing to the immense amount 
of solid rock that has fallen. It is al- 
most an assured fact that the men 
never will be found alive. It may be a 
week or more before they can be 
reached. 

LATER.— The men made fair prog- 
ress today, according to the official re- 
port. Mr. Fuller, secretary of the New- 
ton Coal Company, produced a map of 
the mine and showed what had been 
done, a distance of about three hundred 
feet down the slope or about seven 
hundred feet from the foot of the slope 
having been uncovered. Secretary Ful- 
ler said that the report of the pillars 
of the mine all being worked out, leav- 
ing no support for the roof, is untrue. 

Another mass-meeting was held in 
Music Hall tonight. Additional sub- 
scriptions to the amount of $1200 were 
received. Gov. Hastings has written to 
the State mine inspectors suggesting 
that they meet at the Twin Shaft mine 
next Monday to investigate the cause 
of the recent disaster. The inspectors 
are asked to report in writing to the 
Governor what, in their opinion, was 
the cause of the accident, whether any 
precaution was omitted, which would 
have tended to prevent it, and what 
legislation would, in their judgment, 
secure the miners of the State immu- 
nity from risks of this class. !

An Expedition Lands 


Large Quantities of Munitions of 
War Are Transferred.

HAVANA, July 2.—(Special Dispatch.) 
An important filibustering expedition 
has landed on the coast of the province 
of Pinar del Rio. According to secret 
advices received here, large quantities 
of arms, ammunition and other muni- 
‘tions of war were safely landed and 
are now in the hands of the insurgents. 

Advices from Santiago de Cuba are 
to the effect that a train running to 
the Juragua iron mines was held up 
by insurgents and looted. It is reported 
that the insurgents have again attacked 
the town of Mordazo, Province of 
Santa Clara. No details are given, 

HAVANA NOTES. 

NEW YORK, July 2.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says it is 
understood that the Spanish Infante, 
Don Antonio, is seeking a cavalry com- 
mand in Cuba. In a petition flled in 
the War Department he solicits a post 
on the western trocha, where he will 
possibly have an opportunity to fight 
Maceo’s black insurgent legions. . 

A rebel band commanded by Manuel 
Martel, burned the hamlet of ‘ Cuca- 
racha, besides five farmhouses near 
the town of San Antonio del Rio 
Blanco, in Havana province. A party 
of one hundred rebels arrived at the 
Matanzas cemetery and threatened the 
keeper. They next went to the house 
of the hearse-driver, threatening to 
hang him if he continued carrying 
bodies to the graveyard. Matanzas ad- 
vices report that three officers died yes- 
terday of yellow fever in Colon. The 
Civil Hospital and Red Cross Society 
quarters have been taken to accom- 
modate the sick soldiers. ‘The mail 
steamer Alfonso XII carried to Spain 
yesterday as deportados“ Silvero Can- 
tero and Julian Figueroa Figuerraru. 
In ͤ response to Consul-General Lee's 
formal inquiries as to the status of 
Julio Sanguilly’s case, Capt.Gen. Wey- 
ler Officially stated that the affair was 
now beyond his jurisdiction and wholly 
in the hands of the civil courts. . 

When Sanguilly was tried in Decem- 
ber last certain exceptions to the pro- 
ceedings were noted by his counsel. Then 
Consui-General Williams objected to 
the fact that his sentence was based 
on the original testimony taken at the 
courtmartial. This exception and objec- 
tions have gone to the Superior Court 
at Madrid for consideration where the 
eminent Spanish statesman and jurist, 
Senor Saloneron is acting counsel for

He occupies the most luxurious quar- 
ters in the castle, and the Spanish of- 
ficers treat him with great .considera- | 
tion.

He has, in fact, every comfort 
Possible under the circumstances, The 
new Cuban budget has been presented 
to the Cortes at Madrid. It gives the 
probable expenditure of the fiscal year 
as 28,513,823 pesos, not including extra- 
ordinary. war and navy items, which 
are expected to exceed 74,000,000 pesos. 
The internal revenue of the island is 
increased more than 11,244,500 pesos, go 
as to offset the shrinkage of custom- 
house receipts. 

The land taxes are raised to 18 per 
cent. License taxes will be increased 
15 per cent. The income tax is pro- 
portionately increased and the stamp 
taxes are increased 50 per cent. Manu- 
factured tobacco for home consump- 
tion is to pay 2 per cent. ad valorem 
as a special tax. The budget is sub- 
ject to modification in the, event that 
the Reform Bill of 1895 should be de- 
clared in effect. Where plantations 
have been burned, the Captain-General 
is especially authorized to reduce or 
remit the tax thereon.

OPINIONS OF LEADING DEMOCRATS 
CONCERNING IT. | 


Western Men Generally Opposed to 

It—Eckels not in Favor of Abro- 

gating It—Senator Turpie Says 
the Question is not Important. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WME) 

CHICAGO, July 2.—Leading Demo- 
crats were asked thelr opinions on the 
plan to abrogate the two-thirds rule in 
the convention. Their views follow: 

James H. Eckels. I am not in favor 
of the abrogation of the two-thirds rule. 
In order to be successful the party 
should be a unit. It cannot be that 
‘with a bare majority favoring the suc- 
_@essful candidate 
Dr. Mullinix of Oregon. The Gov- 
ernor hit the nail squarely on the head 
when he said that the two-thirds rule 
was undemocratic. I am heartily in fa- 
vor of its abrogation. 

John Welsh of Oregon. I am heartily 
in favor of the abrogation of the rule. 

James A. George of Nebraska. The 
two-thirds rule is undemocratic, and 
therefore objectionable, I am in favor 
of its repeal. 

W. H. White of Seattle. I am for 

Bland. Five out of eight of our dele- 
gation are for silver. Senator Teller’ 
would suit me also. We will be with 
the majority of the silver men on the 
two-thirds rule. Senator Harris of Ten- 
nessee would do for temporary chair- 
man. 
W. H. Barnes of Arizona. One of our 
delegation is for Stevenson; the other 
five are for Bland, and the unit rule 
prevails. 

Senator Turpie of Indiana. The ques- 
tlon of the two-thirds rule will not, in 

my opinion, be one of moment. The ma- 
jority will be so pronounced that, in its 
natural progress, it will accumulate 
enough to make it two-thirds. For 
that reason I do not believe there will 
be a contest on that question in the 
convention. Indiana has not considered 
it of enough importance to discuss it 
formally. I observed what the Illinois 
delegation did, but I have nothing to 
say about it. 

Col. Rickey of Missour!. The Illinois 
delegation does not want this two- 
thirds.rule, or rather, Gov. Altgeld does 
not, At the present it is not in the way 
of any one. When the Committee on 
Rules gets to work, then it will be 
time to talk about this two-thirds rule. 
It might do in case of a pinch, and then 
it might be better out of the way. 
J. T. W. Tiller of Arkansas. Of 

course it is a good thing and what we 
win have, or at least I imagine that 
the Western and Southern delegates 
Fill want it enforced. The fact that the 
Tilinois delegation says it must not be, 


is the one reason why I think it will be 


enforced, The Illinois people will not 
have the strength they think they have.

ALTGELD SIZES IT UP. 


Thinks the Other Side Will Spar for 
SPRINGFIELD July 2.—Gov. 
‘Altgeld returned from Chicago today. 
He expects to return to Chicago Sun- 
day and remain until after the conven- 
tion. Free silver men will have con- 
‘trol of the convention,” he said, “and 
It is, we think, to our best interests to 
wind up the business of the convention 
in one day. The single gold-standard 
men will, of course, fight for delay. It 
is to their interest to spar for wind, as 
sporting men would say. They have 
no hope of controlling the convention, 
but it is their desire to procrastinate. 
They want to divert the platform from 
the straight 16-to-1 silver basis to some 
sort of a muddled compromise. Were 
we to let the convention remain in ses- 
sion several days, they might do this. 
Wall street and Standard Oil interests 
have an influence far-reaching and 
owerful. But the free-silver men are 
the majority, and will never permit 

a small minority to dictate terms.“ 
As to the position of temporary or 
permanent chairman, the Governor said 
he did not want either. “It was what 
might be called clever politics,” he 
continued, “for goldbug papers to boom 
me for the honor.

The silver leaders almost 
unanimously declare that the temporary 
organization must certainly be con- 
trolled by a majority of the convention. 

Senator Blackburn said today: “Hill 
would undoubtedly make an impartial 
chairman, but he is allied with the gold 
forces, and it would be a roundabout 
way of procedure for us to turn over to 
the minority of the convention its or- 
ganization. It is not to be supposed 
that the majority is going to jeopard- 


‘ize its chances.“ 


“Then you do not believe Hill will be 
made chairman of the temporary or- 
ganization, even by the conjunction of 
gold votes and such silver delegates as 
favor him?” % 

“No. Mark this,“ and the Senator 
became emphatic, using forcible ges- 
tures; this convention is in the control 
of silver men. That is a fact beyond 
any question of doubt. On every ques- 
tion the standing of the majority will 
‘be to aid their movement: Now, if the 
gold men were in control they would 
not think of ‘giving us control of the 
temporary organization, and I don’t be- 
lieve they will expect us to give it to 
them. Any way, whether they do or 
not, we shall not act that way. The 
silver man will wield the gavel.“ : 

“Whom have you heard mentioned?” 
There are many candidates, and I 
have not committed myself to any of 
them. Jones of Arkansas would be a 
good man. Now, referring to the mat- 
ter of pushing through our plans in a 
hurry, I talked with several leaders, 
and we are not at all in favor of the 
least bit of hurry. Every man in the 
convention, and every movement should 
have a fair and imparti hearing. 
Then we can go before thé people with 
clean hands and ask approval. I do 
not agreed with Altgeld that there is 
any jeopardy in such a course to our 
cause.“ 

Blackburn was naturally coy about 
saying anything regarding the Presi- 
dential candidates, or his chances, as 
his own constituency was booming him 
this morning. “I have heard,” he said, 
“Gov. Altgeld had decided to assist 
Bland, but it is a little early yet to 
talk of chances.“

Friends of Ex-Gov. Boies, here, while 
confident of his nomination at Chicago, 
are planning to have him nominated 
for Congress if he should fail at the 
national convention. There is no doubt 
that Col. D. B. Henderson will be re- 
nominated by the Republicans at Wat- 
erloo on the 9th inst., without opposi- 
tion. He has never been defeated in 
this district, his smallest plurality being 
188 in 1890, when Judge Couch, Gov. 
Boies’s law partner, opposed him. The 
silver men claim, however, that Boies 
can be elected to Congress and support 
this claim by citing the fact that he 
carried the district in 1889 by 1851 plu- 
rality when first elected Governor, and 
in 1891 by 2435, and a third time in 1892. 

Should the silver Democrats carry 
out their plan as outlined in interviews 
today, the Congress contest in the Third 
Iowa District will be the bitterest ever 
waged here, as Boies and Henderson 
are recognized as the strongest menand 
most evenly-matched the two parties 
could name.

KANSAS CITY, July 2.—Extensive 
preparations are’ making to carry Mis- 
souri and Kansas Bland supporters to 
Chicago by the hundreds. 

Col. Joseph Mercer, delegate to the 
national convention at Chicago from 
this district, left that city tonight to 
perfect arrangements for the reception 
of these men in Chicago. The local 
Bland Club has already established 
headquarters here, where delegates and 
others bound to Chicago from the out- 
lying cities and towns are being cared 
for. Kansas Democrats who are go- 
ing on what has been named the “Bland 
special,” will arrive in Kansas City 
Sunday morning and letters are being 
received every day by the club from 
Kansas and Missouri points, noting the 
intentions of dozens of clubs to go with 
the same train.

Tillman 
is now disputing with Altgeld the com- 
‘mand of the silver forces, and Senator 
Blackburn stands between them and 
does not believe in rivairy that can 
have but one result—disaster to silver 
men. It is the opinion of many Demo- 
crats, those who favor the single gold 
standard and those who believe in free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


that the lines between the gold men and 


the silver men are more closely drawn 
today than at any time during the 
week, and that the convention is on the 
eve of a struggle which will demon- 
strate which side has the most re- 
sourceful politicians. 

The silver men heard again today 
that the gold men would undoubtedly 
persist in the selection of Senator Hill 
for temporary chairman. It has been 
well understood all along that Hill 
would, unless the programme is 
changed, be presented for temporary 
chalrman by the Natlonal Committee. 
Senator Jones and others have known 
all about this, and they were not un- 
favorably disposed to the programme 
until Altgeld and Tillman counseled 
them to the contrary, and today Black- 
burn has added his voice. Altgeld says 
he will not allow the silver men to 
accept Hill as temporary chairman. 
Tillman says he will be hanged before 
he will agree to such a programme. 

Many of the silver delegates from 
Southern and Southwestern States, 
however, do not believe they should fol- 
low the leaders in precipitating the 
fight against the selection of chairman 
by the National Committee. This is the 
situation which confronts Altgeld, Tiil- 
man and Blackburn. 

Unless there is a positive change in

Snuff for the Pope. 
(Baltimore Sun) Pope Leo In 
sneezes just as other mortals do, and he 
adheres to a custom still practiced in 
this country by gentlemen of the old 
school—that of useing snuff to tickle 
his olfactories. It is not generally — 
known that the snuff used by the head 
of the Roman Catholic church is made 
expressly for his use in Baltimore, 

This particular snuff goes direct from 
prosiac Canton to the sacred precincts 
of the Vatican. It is the highest priced 
snuff made anywhere in the world, and 
its value ts increased several times 
above the original cost after the cus- 
toms duty has been paid to the Italian 
government. 

The snuff for the Prince of Rome is 
manufactured from the pick of the 
finest Virginia and Kentucky tobacco, 
the Baltimore firm which makes the 
snuff being careful that every vestige 
of stem is removed from the tobacco 
before it undergoes the process which 
changes the leaf to a sneeze provoker. 
Before it is packed the snuff is flavored 
with the costly attar of roses. 

One hundred pounds were first order- 
ed for the Vatican. This was packed 
in one-pound and five-pound jars, each. 
jar being placed in a leather case lined“ 
with, cardinal satin. The jars were of 
the same color, and each was lined with 
cardinal ribbon. In honor of Cardinal 
Gibbons, through whom the Baltimore 
firm secured its first order, the snuff 
was called Cardinal snuff.” 

It is supposed that the fivepound jars 
found a resting place in the private 
apartments of His Holiness. The one- 
pound jars were used as presents from 
the pope to various cardinals and to 
others of his friends fond of a good 
Baltimore sneeze. The Rev. John P. 
Farrelley, of the American College, at 
Rome, appears to have been numbered 
among the latter, and must have 
pinched of the pope’s snuff, for the 
Baltimore makers recently received an 
order from Father Farrelley for “some 
of the snuff His Holiness uses.” This 
order has teen filled. : 

Pope Pius IX was a snuff-taker, too, 
and Baltimore enjoyed the distinction 
of making his snuff, the brand being 
known as “Pio Nono.” 3

GERMAN-AMERICANS FOR SOUND 
MONEY. | 

The German-American Sound-money 
League, comprising men of both the 
leading political parties; was organized 
at New York recently to ascertain the 
attitude of the German-Americans of 
the United States in regard to the 


“money question. Written replies have 


been received from all over the coun- 
try, from which it appears that of the 
581 German-American newspapers in 
the United States, which discuss poli- 
tics, 499 are in favor of the mainte- 
nance of the present gold standard, 39 
are for “bimetallism,” or for free coin- 
age of silver, and 43 are doubtful. A 
majority of these newspapers are pub- 
lished west of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains. 

It is further stated by the league 
that 90 per cent. of the German-Amer- 
ican voters are in favor of the main- 
tenance of the present gold standard 
and will support only that party which 
in its platform declares itself un- 
equivocally in favor of that standard; 
that they will not vote for a President- 
jal candidate, who, by his letter of ac- 
ceptance, does not pledge himself to 
stand by this declaration: and that 
the party which, in its platform, and 
through its candidate for President, 
will declare emphatically for the main- 
tenance of the gold standard will com- 
mand almost the entire German vote, 
regardless of party affiliations. 

The German-American Sound-money 
League puts forth the following propo- 
sitions as established by history, ex- 
perience and science:” 

AJ. That commerce and industry re- 
one standard of exchange. 

“2. That the government stamp 
upon coin or paper does not impart any

A circylar letter containing the above

CINCINNATI, 


Mr. Boies of Iowa aspires to be the 
Democratic Nineteenth Century Cin- 
cinnatus; so does Mr. Bland of Mis- 
souri; and so, also, does Mr. Matthews 
of Indiana. 

At the present date Cincinnatus 
Boies is popularly supposed—figures 
do notshow it—as leading his two other 
bucolic competitors, with Cincinnatiis 
Bland a good second, and Cincinnatus 
Matthews a very indifferent third. 
The logic of the situation, however, 
ought to place Mr. Bland in the lead. 
He is a free-trader of the most pro- 
nounced type, and for over twenty 
years he has been battling, in season 
and out of season, for free silver. 
Again, he has always been a dyed-in- 
the-wool Democrat; that, however, did 
not prevent him allowing American 


wool to go unprotected. By these 
things it is seen that he 
is a true representative of the 


Democratic party, the object of whose 
existence has been to secure for the 
United States the two very things it 
has no use for: Free trade and free sil- 
ver. 

The claims of Mr. Boies on his party 
are largely vitiated through the fact 
that he was not to the “Democratic 
manner born.”

MR. CARLISLE AS A PROPHET.

By dint of hard figuring, staving off 
bills payable, and cutting down ex- 
penses, temporarily, wherever possible, 
Secretary Carlisle made out an ap- 
parent surplus of national revenue, for 
June, of over $2,000,000. This brought 
down the deficit. for the fiscal year to 
$26,042,244. But a deficit of at least 
$10,000,000, and probably more, is .pre- 
dicted for July, so that it is safe to 
say the real deficit for the fiscal year 
just closed was considerably more than 
$30,000,000; probably not far from $35,- 
000,000. 

“This showing,” says a Washington 


‘dispatch, is far from satisfactory to 


the treasury officials, and what is 
equally disquieting is the fact that the 
immediate future promises nothing 
better.“ 

The showing, it need hardly be said, 
is no more satisfactory to the people 
than it is to the treasury officials.. 
It is so unsatisfactory, in point of fact, 
that the people will make a radical 
change in the administration, to go 


into effect on the 4th day of March, 
1897. 


It has passed into a proverb that “a 
prophet is not without honor save in 
his own country;” but Secretary Car- 
lisle, as a prophet, is without honor 
anywhere. He has predicted a surplus 
for each year since he came into office, 
but his predicted surplus has each time 
turned out to be a defleit. 

For the year just closed the receipts 
fell nearly $23,000,000 short of his esti- 
mate. Mr. Carlisle would better try 
his hand at some other job besides 
financiering and prophesying. In both 
of these lines his failure is even more 
conspicuous than his deficits. 


There is no use in denying that the 
Democratic party, in electing Mr. 
Cleveland to the Presidency, is di- 
rectly responsible for the indifferent 
and cowardly position of the executive 
upon the question of freedom to Cuba 
and her people. Contrast ‘his equivo- 
cal attitude upon this question with the | 
manly and ringing utterances of the St. 
Louls platform on this subject, and the 
sound American man, who loves his 
country and believes in “the greatest 
good to the greatest number,” will not 
take long to make up his mind as to 
whether he will support William Mc- 
Kinley or not.

Altgeld and Debs; and no sensible 
American wants anything to do with 
their kind of people.

PIGEON RACING. 
Two Events Planned for the Fourth 
of July. 

The biggest homing-pigeon race 
which has ever occurred in California 
will take place on the Fourth of July. 
The birds have been in training for 
weeks, and when the great day comes 
they will wing their flight over the 
long stretch of country between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. This is 
the longest race ever attempted west. 
of the Rocky Mountains. . 

‘Some time ago some of the members 
of the California Homing Club chal- 
lenged Los Angeles fanciers to a race. 
The Los Angeles fanciers who accepted | 
the challenge are: J. C. Girton, No. 
1941 Park Grove avenue; O. F. Zahn, 
No. 427 South Hope street, and W. K. 
Crawford, No. 336 South Bunkerhill 
avenue. The San Francisco fanciers, 
who have entered birds, are: E. Koe- 
ing, No. 1012 Jackson street; G. T. 
Marsh, Twelfth and Clement streets, 
and T. W. Leydecker, an Alameda 
City Trustee. 

Since the challenge was issued, syste- 
matic training has been going on, the 
birds being first released only a few 
miles from home, then a little farther 
off and so on. The San Farncisco birds 
were first released at Salinas, eighty- 
five miles away, and Leydecker’s pig- 
eon came in first. The next training 
flight was from Paso Robles. One of 
Leydecker’s birds took a little over 
seven hours to cover the 180 miles. 
When the birds were released at Santa 
Barbara, 280 miles from San Francisco, 
Marsh’s bird reached home first... 

For the training flights the Los Ange- 
les fanciers had their birds released at 
Lang, forty-four miles; Tehachepl, 120 
miles; Poso, 195 miles, Traver, 250 
miles, and Los Bafios, 350 miles. One 
of Crawford’s birds came in first in 
the first and last flights and the Zahn 


Now everything is ready for the final. 
flight. The San Francisco birds will 
reach Los Angeles this afternoon and 
at 6 o’clock Saturday morning be lib- 
erated at the corner of Third and 
Broadway. The Crawford and Zahn 
pigeons were sent north Thursday and 
they will be released in front of the 
Examiner office at the same hour as 
the San Francisco birds in this city. 

The race is mainly for the honor of 
the championship of the Pacific Coast, 
but there will be a purse for the win- 
ner. A time limit of forty-eight hours 
has been agreed upon. 

Before the birds are liberated in San 
Francisco, they will be countermarked. 
These marks or numbers will be kept 
secret by the San Francisco fanciers 
and then when the birds arrive in Los 
Angeles their band numbers, together 
with the counter-marks, will be im- 
mediately telegraphed to San Fran- 
cisco, and if they correspond to their 
books, the record is official. The birds 
will likewise be counter-marked before 
leaving Los Angeles. . 

It is hardly expected the birds will 
reach Los Angeles before the time 
limit expires, because they have not 
— sufficient time to be trained prop- 
erly. 

They will have over 00 miles of 
strange territory to cross and hunt 
their course over. There is the Mojave 
de to cross and mountains 8000 feet 
high to surmount. 

Mr. Girton, who has had years of ex-. 
perience with pigeon racing in the 
East, believes that a record from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles is equal to an 
800-mile record in the Eastern States. 
Many eastern birds fly from the 500- 
mile station, some making the distance 
in one day. But few ever fly far be- 
vond that distance and when they do 
it always requires some days. 

The bird that holds the long-distance 
record for 1894 and 1895 is J. Carte.” 
It took him nineteen and one-quarter 


miles, Others were liberated with this 
bird, but fp ed to show up at all. 
Champion J° Carter flew from Pensa- 
cola, Fla., to the loft of Theo P. Green, 
Woodbury, N. J. One of Zahn’s homers 
named Miss Theo,” is full sister to 
this champion, and both birds that were 
sant to San Francisco were bred from 
er. 

Several of the fanciers here are ready 
to accept another challenge for a sim- 
ilar race to take place some time in 
November or December. 

There will be a race from Santa Mon- 
ica on July 4 merely for pleasure, with 
no purse and no entrance fees, The 
birds will start at the same instant—11 
9. m. The birds will bear messages to 
their owners, telling the results of the 
Santa Monica road race. Those entering

WHAT AN INTERVIEW BETWEEN | 


THEM RESULTED IN. 


It Was a Trying Ordeal for the 
Georgian Editor, but He Proved 
. Himself Equal to What Was Re- 

quired of Him. 


The Chicago Times-Herald prints the 
following intéresting account of an in- 


terview between Henry W. Grady, who 


later became editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, and James Gordon Bennett, of 
the New York Herald. Mr. Grady is 
how dead, but the influence he exerted 
during his lifetime for the good of 
Southern journalism and for the com- 
mercial interests of the Southen States 
Was so marked as to make the follow-

One fine morning while James Gor- 
don Bennett was engaged with his sec-

“For Georgia?” Bennett inquired. 

No, indeed. I want a wider field. 


Give me the entire South. I can cover 


everything from Atlanta, and reach 
every point in a few hours.” 

“That is out of the question,” was 
the quick answer. Tou ask for too 
much territory. Each Southern State 
has its peculiar problems and condi- 
tions, and a young man of your age 
cannot possébly be familiar with them, 
nor can he have an intimate acquaint- 
ance with all the leading public men, 
to say nothing of the factions and feuds 
which divide some of the States.” 

„J know all about them,” said Grady.

At 2 o' clock Mr. Bennett returned, He 
regarded the typewritten article 
handed him by his secretary with as- 
tonishment, and immediately read it

Mr. Grady dictated it,” said the sec- 
retary. 

It is just what I want,” answered his 
chief, but I must ask Grady a few 
questions,” 

At that moment the Georgian made 
his appearance. Though well pleased 
with his work, and surprised to find it 
so rapidly executed, Mr. Bennett, with 
his usual caution, proceeded to sound 
the young journalist upon many ques- 
tions relating to political, racial and 
economic conditions in the South. l 

An hour’s talk satisfied the proprie- 
tor of the Herald, and he turned to his 
desk and wrote a short letter and a 
check. 

“Here is your authority,” he said, 
handing the papers to Grady, “to act 
as the general Southern correspondent 
of the Herald. You have an important 
post, but I believe that you can meet 
its requirements, if any one man can.” 

A few words more and Grady was on 
his way to his hotel to catch the next 
south-bound train. His brilliant suc- 
cess as the Herald’s correspondent does 
not need to be dwelt upon here. Two 
or three years later he resigned on ac- 
count of the pressure of his duties as 
the managing editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution. 

He always spoke 
Bennett as a ing ordeal. 

“IT was badly scared,” he used to 
say, but I thought of how much de- 
pended upon it, and something like a 
sudden inspiration enabled me to talk 
and dictate that article. 
left the Herald office with my commis- 
sion and check I félt as weak as a 
baby.”

THE CHARTER? 


An Agitation Being Stirred Up Over | 


the Use by the Board of Educa- 
tion of Mrs. Bradfield’s Draw- 
ing-books—Points of the Case. 


Various persons having varying in- 
.terests in the matter, are proclaiming 
about the City Hall that the Board of 
Education, in using the drawing books 
of Mrs. Cordelia P. Bradfield, is violat- 
ing an important provision of the city 
charter. 

This “important provision” was in- 
corporated in the charter, to protect 
the city from being cheated and bled by 
persons holding position and render- 
ing services for which the city paid. 
The provision is found on page 16 of the 


Published charter, and reads thusly: 


“Sec. 18. No Councilman or other 
city officer shall be interested, directly 


- or indirectly, in any contract in which 


the city is a party, or made by any 
Officer of the city on behalf of the city. 
Any violation of this section shall be a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, besides the penalty that may 
be imposed by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, the Council shall declare 
the office vacant, and any person con- 
victed of a violation of this section 
Shall be forever disqualified from hold- 
any Office under this charter. Nor 
shall any officer of the city be a surety 
on any bond given to the city, or to any 
person for the benefit of the eit.“ 
Mrs. Cordelia Bradfield is in one sense 
of the word a “city officer,” she having 
the supervision of all drawing work 
done in the schools of the city. She is 
hired by the Board of Education and is 


under the control of the board and Su- 


perintendent of Schools. Several years 
ago Mrs. Bradfield copyrighted a sys- 
tem of drawing books, used by pupils 
for practice work. ‘These drawing books 
are now in use by the school depart- 
ment of Los Angeles, and as Mrs. Brad- 
field receives a royalty on every book 
sold, those who, for reasons best known 
to themselves, are stirring up the fuss, 
claim that she is receiving the benefit 


‘therefrom, and consequently the fore- 


going provision of the charter, as 
quoted, is being steadily violated.

{AT COURT 
SPILLMAN ARRESTED. 


CHARGED WITH OBTAINING MONEY 
_-UNDER FALSE PRETENSES. 


Green and Warren Have not Been 
Apprehended—The Water-scheme 
Promoters Had $70,000 in Bank. 
Nichols Swallows Bait and Hook. 


A complaint has been issued out of the 
District Attorney’s office charging W. 
T. Spillman, W. D. Green and J. K. 
Warner with obtaining money under 
false pretenses. J. T. Nichols is the 
complainant, in the sum of $1500. 

Spillman has been arraigned in Jus- 


tice Young’s court and held in bonds 


of $2000, with Vald Smith, a restaur- 
ant-keper, and Freeman G. Teed, pres- 
ident of the City Council, as sureties. 
Spillman’s examination has been set for 
Thursday, July 9, at 2:30 o’clock p.m., 
before Justice Young. 

W. D. Green and J. K. Warren have 
not yet been apprehended. Green is 
supposed to be in San Francisco, and 
Warren was at Redondo when last 
heard from. 

The complaint is a closely typewrit- 
ten document of three pages, and al- 
leges that on September 24, 1895, W. T. 
Spillman, W. D. Green and J. K. War- 
ren conspired to defraud J. T. Nichols 
out of the sum of $1500, by representing 
that the Spillman Suburban Water 
Company was a solvent corporation 
and the owner of a large number o 
acres of water-bearing land near the 
city of Los Angeles; and that in addi- 
tion to being the owner of said lands, 
that the company had begun the work 
of constructing ditches, tunnels, lay- 
ing pipes and other appliances and ap- 
purtenances, for the purpose of con- 
ducting water from the said water- 
bearing lands to the city of Los Ange- 
les, and that the company had at that 
time the sum of $75,000 on deposit in the 
Los Angeles National Bank for the 
purpose of completing the water sys- 


tem. 

Nichols charges that these men rep- 
resented to him that the stock of the 
company had a par value of 100 cents 
on the dollar, and a market value of 75 
cents on the dollar: that the stock was 
being sold for the purpose of raising 
$30,000, which, with the $70,000 in bank, 
would be sufficient to complete the work 
to the city of Los Angeles. Upon this 
representation, Nichols says he put his 
funds into the concern. 

The plaitniff now swears that the said 
company owned no water-bearing lands 
near Los Angeles, had no money on 
deposit in the Los Angeles National 
Bank, and that the representations that 
ditches were being excavated and pipes 
were being laid were false and fraudu- 
lent and made for the purpose of se- 
curing his money. 


WHAT SPILLMAN SAYS. 


W. T. Spillman called at the Times 
office last night for the purpose of mak- 
ing some explanations regarding the 
crime of obtaining money under false 
pretenses, as charged by Nichols. He 
said that in a suit brought against the 
city of Los Angeles to quiet title to cer- 
tain water-bearing lands, on December 
4, 1894, a judgment was entered by 
Judge Van Dyke, awarding the lands, 
consisting of 107 acres at Tropico, to 
W. C. B. Richardson, and the water 
to himself; that competent engineers 
have estimated the amount that can be 
developed at 15,000 miner’s inches; that 
in December, 1894, he organized a com- 
pany with a capital of $2,500,000; of this 
amount 5000 shares were subscribed by 
the directors upon a basis of ten shares 
each and that 4950 shares were sub- 
scribed by himself as trustee. 

The twenty shares of stock purchased 
by Nichols is declared to be the only 
stock sold, a few shares having been 
given to lawyers of the company and 
friends of the stockholders.

THE USE OF GOLD. Referring . to 
the much-vexed money question, the 
United States Investor recently showed 
that the present widespread issue of 
gold is the result of an evolutionary 
process. Trade is but barter, and at 
the best money is but a necessary evil 
in the transactions of business. There 
was a time when credit was of but lit- 
tle value, and when trade had to be 
conducted on approximately a cash 
basis. With highly-organized and far- 
reaching credits all that has been 
changed, and the aim of every sound 
business man today is to eliminate the 
use of cash from his business in an 
increasing measure. The growth of 
credit has greatly curtailed the need of 
cash. The French are admittedly a 
people who do business on a more or 
less cash basis. Of checks and drafts 
and other instruments of credit, they 
are supposed to be suspicious in no 
slight degree. Keeping this fact in 
mind, it is interesting to note that be- 
tween 1872 and 1890 the operations at 
the Paris clearing-house increased con- 
siderably more than twice as fast as 
—" at the similar institution in Lon- 

on, 

The United States Investor says: 

“In Paris the increase was from f.1,- 
602,584,727 in 1872 to f. 5, 140,959,989 in 1890, 
or about 69 per cent., whereas the in- 
crease in London was from £5,916,452,- 
000 in 1872 to £7,801,048,000 in 1892, about 
32 per-cent. It is irrefutable that the 
French, notwithstanding their. well- 
known suspicion of instruments of 
credit, are making remarkable progress 
in the use of the same, and unquestion- 
ably other nations, as a result of the 
development of their material resources, 
will follow in the same course. While 
the increase of credit instruments calls 
for relatively less money in the trans- 
action of the world’s affairs, it imper- 
atively demands an improvement in the 
quality of the money used. No better 
proof of this is needed than the cur- 
tailment of credit which has been wit- 
nessed in the United States in recent 
years, as a result of the agitation for a 
freer use of silver,”

“In some instances the rapid growth 
of preceding months resulted in a slight 
check in September, but, in all these 
cases the figures for the nine months 
show a big advance over 1894. On the 
other hand we have paid a good deal 
less for American wheat, flour, bacon, 
hams, cheese, tallow and cotton, not to 
mention those articles in which the con- 
traction is most apparent. Thus th 
trade balance between the States anit 
this country is moving rapidly against 
the former, and it would require a large 
and regular transference of securities 
from New York to London to redress 
this tendency and restore the former 
position. 

These are factors which must be 
borne in mind in judging the outlook in 
the United States, and it is unfortunate 
that they are so constantly overlooked 
in that country itself. The increase in 
the purchase of British manufactures 
may not be maintained, but, on the 
other hand, the United States must 
count on competition in wheat and 
maize becoming more and more intense 
as time goes on.”

It appears that since the cut-rate 
war commenced two years ago the re- 
tall drug trade of the State has been al- 
most ruined and numerous failures 
have occurred. Druggists have kept 
cutting prices lower and lower until 
profits have almost entirely disap- 
peared. In order to remedy this condi- 
tion of affairs it is 
posed by the druggists to manu- 
facture their own patent pro- 
prietary medicines. They see that it is 


absolutely necessary for them to ob- 


tain reasonable profits on the goods 
which they sell. At present large east- 
ern firms sell California druggists pre- 

ared articles to the value of several 

undred thousand dollars annually. 
The component parts of most of these 
preparations are well known to all drug- 
gists, and it is claimed that they can 
be made here as well as in the East and 
at about half the price charged by the 
big drug firms in the East. 

The members of the Pharmaceutical 
Society have now determined to estab- 
lish a large plant and manufacture their 
own supplies. This plan, while it will 
be of benefit to the retail druggists, 
will, of course, interfere considerably 
with the trade of the wholesaler; in 
fact some of the wholesalers claim that 
they will be ruined if it goes into effect. 
The entire plan is to put on the market 
as good or better medicines than those 
supplied at present. Such ‘medicines 
as are not manufactured by the cor- 
poration will be furnished by other 
manufacturers. It is also proposed to 
cease handling those articles that have 
been chiefly affected by the cut rates 
prevailing during the past couple of 
years. In connection with this plan it 
is proposed to reorganize the Retail 
Druggists’ Association. A committee 
which has been appointed will also have 
power to prevent, if possible, the en- 
actment of oppressive laws by the 
Legislature, the sale of wholesalers 
of goods at retail and other practices of 
which retail druggists complain.

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, July 2.—Business on the Stock 
Exchange was on a less active scale today, 
but the movement in prices was decidedly er- 
ratic. The distribution. of the transactions 
was good and the greatest animation occurred 
in the early forenoon. The features of the 
speculation were alternate bear raids and cov- 
ering movement and foreign purchases. A 


favorable keynote’ was struck at the opening 


by higher London prices, and under their in- 
fluence the local market started in strong 
and active. At the outset Sugar was in good 
demand, and rose 1% per cent. The im- 
proving tendency was checked almost imme- 
diately after the opening and the markét be- 
gan a retrograde movement. Large blocks of 
securities were thrown over, and the bear 
leaders and their folowing sold right and left 
to emphasize the break, numerous stop orders 
being received. Prices ran oft sharply. and 
in a number of principal shares the lowest 
figures in the present movement were reached. 
At the lowest point support was accorded by 
inside interests in various properties sand ex- 
tensive covering by shorts was noted. The 
market quieted down after the first hour and 
had a better tone, which was chiefly due to 
resumed heavy purchases of stocks for Euro- 
pean account. These buying orders were es- 
timated as high as 25,000 shares. Some ir- 
regularity developed after midday, but im- 
provement again became general after 1 
o’clock and eventually decided strength was 
manifested in most stocks. The closing was 
strong at the best figures of the day. The 
bond market developed heaviness in sympathy 
with early depression in the stock market, 
but also responded to the rally in that depart- 
ment.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE MEETING 
AT SANTA ANA. 


Three Mexicans Found Guilty of 
Robbing a Chinaman—A False 
Report Set Right in Relation to 
Electric Light Specifications,

SANTA ANA, July 2.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Chamber of Com- 
merce held a meeting Wednesday even- 
ing, the principal purpose being to con- 
sider the North Main street motor mat- 
ter, which has been demanding con- 
siderable attentiofi recently. The 
franchise which it has been proposed to 
grant to the new street-railway com- 
pany was brought up for discussion. 
This question occupied the attention of 


the directors of the chamber for some 


time, during which the fact was 
brought out that there was not a great 
deal of opposition to the motor, but 
it was the hope of the new company to 
have removed what did exist. 

The clause in the franchise which 
was regarded by some with suspicion, 
was that referring to passenger cars 
being propelled. by horses, mules, or 
steam motors, each motor car to be al- 
lowed to have attached to it an addi- 
tional car to be known as a trailer. 

Mr. Edgar said the new motor com- 
pany had already paid an additional 
$200 for an extension of its lease on the 
road, pending the settlement of the 
franchise question, and that it would 
be necessary to decide very soon what 


would finally be done in the reorganiza- 


tion of the road. He wanted a written 
release from liability to damage suits 
and injunctions which have been 
threatened by a few residents of North 
Main street but the chamber thought 
that could not be obtained. 

He said further the Santa Ana and 
Newport Road was violating its fran- 
chise constantly by running heavy 
trains, and he could not possibly un- 
derstand why the road was not made 
to comply with its franchise, which, 
he said, provided simply for a motor 
railroad,,Others present at the meeting 
expressed themselves in the same mau- 
ner as did Mr. Edgar.

BEGINNING OF THE ANNUAL VET- 
ERANS’ ENCAMPMENT. 


— — 


Ventura is Thronged with Visitors. 
Fort Phil Sheridan is a City of 
Tents—Music, Patriotic Speeches 
and a Good Time, 


VENTURA, July 2.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The ninth annual .en- 
campment of the Southern California 
Veterans’ Association is in full blast, 
and the old soldier has captured the 
town. 

This is a literal truth, as the camp 
ground is located on the plaza, which 
is very nearly the center of the city. 
In all there are 200 tents on the main 
ground, and additional space has been 
provided for the late arrivals. Each 
incoming train brings new additions to 
swell the ranks, and the crowd is rein- 


the overland route to the camp. Quite 


a number drove from San Diego and 


San Bernardino counties for the novelty 
of the ride. 

The camp, which was platted under 
the supervision of Col. John Brooker of 
Artesia, is laid out in the form of a 
Maltese cross; at least, that was the 
original idea, but additions to tent 
space have somewhat marred the gen- 
eral effect. The administration and 
headquarter tents face on the center 
Square, the wings stretching out on 
either side. The decorations are pro- 
fuse, but not offensively so, the general 


national colors are used in lavish quan- 
Chinese lanterns and electric 
lights add to the general effect, which 
at night is sightly. The camp at this 
writing has not been put under strict 
martial rule, but the regulation sunset 
and sunrise guns are fired, which fact 
tends to make early-risers of the large 
majority of Venturans. 
Wednesday evening Maj. J. S. Col- 
lins, in a neat little speech, turned the 
camp over to Commander George T. 
Downing, and Ventura surrendered con- 
trol of the ground occupied by “Camp 
Phil Sheridan,“ under which title the 
ninth annual encampment will go 
down in history. Commander Downing 
introduced his staff, which is made up 
as follows: Commander, George T. 
Downing, Pasadena; senior vice-com- 
mander, Andrew J. Bell, Ventura; jun- 
ior vice-commander, J. A. Scobey, San 
Diego: adjutant, Capt. A. C. Drake, 
Pasadena; quartermaster, James B. 
Summons, El Monte; chaplain, Rev. 
Will A. Knighten, Los Angeles; surgeon, 
Dr. H. P. Woodward, San Diego; judge- 


advocate, Capt. C. M. Simpson, Pasa- 


dena; commissioner of subsistence, 
Capt. J. J. Franks, San Francisco; ser- 
geant-major, A. L. Petrie, Pasadena; 
chief musician, Sam Kutz, Los Angeles. 

The evening was devoted to speech- 
making, music and dancing, which was 
kept up to a late hour, by the younger 
portion of the community. For the 
benefit of the young people a dancing 
platform has been provided, and Ames’s 
Orchestra, made up of old soldiers, fur- 
nishes music every evening. Today the 
first general orders were issued. The 
camp orders to the number of five very 
nearly caused a riot, as the vets in- 
clined to the belief that they infringed 
on personal rights. The orders in full 
read as follows: 

“THURSDAY, July 2, 1896. 

“Camp Orders: 

“Fishing without a hook strictly pro- 
hibited. 

“Taking a bath before breakfast will 
be considered a misdemeanor, and 
punished accordingly. 

“Instantaneous changes of apparel 
will be forbidden in ladies’ aid tent. 

“All parties found guilty of eating 
onions will leave camp immediately or 
wear life-preservers.“ 

This afternoon at 5 o’clock the first 
regular dress parade will be held on 
Santa Clara street, and from now un- 
til the close of the encampment will be 
held regular! This feature, one of 
the most interdeting ‘of camp ceremo- 
nies, will attract general attention, as 
it will afford Venturians an opportu- 
nity to see as a body the men who did 
their share of the work at the front 
from 1861 to 1865, 

The interest is growing, and by July 
4 Ventura will have the biggest crowd 


ever brought together at one time in 


the history of the city. The register 
and tent spaces occupied thus early 
show that there are nearly four times 
as many campers on the ground at this 
writing. as were here four years ago; 
and it goes without saying that Camp 
Phil Sheridan promises to be the star 
encampment of the series. By Friday 
evening the usual fun will be in full 
blast, as the serious business will be a 
thing of the past, and dull care will be 
driven from the camp limits.

COVINA. | 


COVINA, July 2.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The board of directors of 
the Covina Ditch Company met yester- 
day afterrioon te further consider the 
purchase of the Alkire water develop- 
ment at Pomona. Our company has 
$150,000 in bonds devoted to the purpose 
of securing more water for Covina, and 
the board was granted an option on the 
Pomona interests of sixty days, with an 
additional thirty days to complete the 
transaction in case the purchase is 
made. Since the remarkable water 
strike made in the San Gabriel River by 
the Vineland people has become cur- 
rent, opinion here is somewhat divided 
as to the feasibility of the Pomona plan, 
when there seems to be such possibili- 
ties in the San Gabriel Cafion. The op- 
tion limit, however, will givé time for 
events to ripen and give a more busi- 
ness-like basis to figure from. In this 
connection, J. R. Elliott, the local rep- 
resentative, reports that the Commit- 
tee of Nine, the executive of the entire 
cafion water interests, has ordered a 
shaft sunk at once at the head of the big 
development tunnel, three miles above 
Azusa, for the purpose of testing 
whether there is such a magnificent un- 
derflow wasting away in the crevasses 
and sands as the Vineland strike indi- 
cates. Work on this shaft will be put 
through day and night until the test is 
made. If the Alkire scheme is ap- 
proved by the people here, they win 
probably pay for the water and piping 
in bonds.
